last night The liabilities are 73,000,000.

excitement in financial circles, whiten 
had not entirely recovered from, the 
disturbance of the announcement that 
the Globe National bank had been as- 
sisted Thursday. Quite a crowd sur- 
rounded th«> Broadway bank this morn- 
ing with little satisfaction. All sorts 
of rumors were afloat, mentioning other 


banks with which the Squires concern 
is connected, but at noon a normal 
state was resumed. 


F. H. Curtiss, cashier of the bank, 


said today that the institution was 
solvent, and he added that actually 
there was $600,060 in cash in the banlc s 
.faults this 
morning1. 
Mr. Curtiss 


4lso said that all the heavy depositors 
had expressed confidence in the insti- 
tution, and agreed to allow their de- 
posits to remain. Those at the bank 
stated that the capital stock had not 
been impaired in any way. 


Frank O. Squire, vice president, said: 


"In the present situation theree is 
nothing that I can tell you. I am as 
much surprised at the closing of the 
Broadway National bank this morning 
as you must have been, or as the pub- 
lic could have been. I certainly did not 
expect it."

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BULLER DEFEATED AT TUBELA RIVER

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The. Idolized Commander-iii^CMefs Advance To- 


ward Ladysmith. Checked by the Boers, 


Forced to Retire with Heavy Losses of 


Men and Guns. England Depressed 


Kidney Troubles 


London, Dec. 16.—British arms have 


met with another severe reverse in South 
Africa. 
General Buller, In trying to 


force a passage'Of the Tugela river on 
his inarch to relieve Ladysmlth, has 
been driven back from the river with 
heavy loss &f, men ajid 11 guns, 10 of 
which he was forced to abandon. 
His 


men fought bravely, according to his 
report, but they were unable to stand 
the awful flre which the Boers poured 
Into their ranks. 


Buller has sent In no list of casualties, 


but he says they are heavy. The Con- 
naught Rangers apparently suffered the 
most. 
Buller, who IB commander-ln-chlef In 


South Africa and rated as Britain's 
best eioldier In that country, was ex- 
pected to do gseat things, and the cabted 
announcement that he had begun his 
march to the relief of Ladysmlth was 
hailed with great Joy. 


The following is the text of General 


Puller's dispatch announcing his re- 
verse: 
"Buller to Landsdowne, Chleveley Camp, 


Dec. 15. 6:20 p. m.: 
"I regret to report 6 serious reverse. 


I moved in full strength from our camp 
near Chieveley at 4 o'clock this morning. 
There are two fordable places In the 
Tugela river; and it was my Intention 
to force a passage through at one of 
them. They are about two miles apart. 


"My Intention was to force one or the 


other with one brigade, supported by a 
central brigade. General Hart was to 
attack the left drift. General Hildyard 
the right road and General Ly'ttleton 
was to take the center and to support 
either. 
"Early in the day I saw that General 


Hart would not be able to force a pas- 
sage, and I directed him to withdraw. 
He had, however, attacked with great 
gallantry; and his leading battalion, the 
Connaught Rangers, I fear, suffered a 
great deal. Colonel I. G. Brooke was 
seriously wounded. 


"I then ordered General Hildyard to 


advance, which he did, and his leading 
regiment, the East Surrey, occupied 
Colenso station and the bouses near the 
bridge; 
. "At that moment I heard that the 
whole artillery I had sent to support the 
attack—the Fourteenth and Sixty-sixth 
field batteries and six naval 12-pounder 
quick-firers—under Colonel Long, had 
advanced close to the river in Long's 
desire to be within effective range. It 
proved to be full of the enemy, who sud- 
denly opened a galling- fire at close range, 
killing' all their horses; and the gunners 
were compelled to stand to their gtins. 
Some of the wagon teams got shelter for 
the troops in a donga and desperate ef- 
forts were made to bring out the field 
guns. 


"The fire, however, was too severe, and 


only two were saved by Captain Scho- 
field .and some drivers whose names I 
will -furnish. - 


"Another most gallant attempt with 


three teams wa_s made by an officer 
whose name, I will obtain. Of the 18 
bosses 13 were killed; and, as several 
drivers were wounded, I would not allow 
another attempt, as it seemed that they 
would be a shell mark, sacrificing life to 
a gallant attempt to force the passage. 


"Unsupported by artillery, I directed 


the troops to .withdraw, which they did 
in good order. 


"Throughout the day a considerable 


force of the enemy was pressing on my 
right flank, but was kept back by 
mounted men under Lord Dundonald 
and part of General Barton's brigade. 
The day was intensely hot and most try- 
Ing to the troons, whose conduct was 
excellent. We &*ve abandoned 10 guns 
and lost by shell fire one. The losses in 
General Hunt's brigade are, I' fear, 
heavy, although the proportion of se- 
verely wounded is, I hope, not large. 


"The -Fourteenth and Sixty-sixth field 


batteries also- suffered severe losses. 
.We have retired to our camp at Chleve- 
ley." - 


The news of General Buller'g reverse 


was received so late that morning news- 
paper comment today is confined to per- 
functory expressions of extreme regret 
and disappointment and of the necessity 
of calmness Arid ratfoutiled efforts to re- 
trieve the position. This latest check Is 
regarded as the most serious event in 
Great • Britain's . military history sines 
the Indian mutiny. 


The Standard says: General Buller's 


dispatch is deplorable reading. It la the 
now familiar story of -concealed Boera 
and of British troops searching up 
Mindly almost to the very muzzles of 
the enemy's rifles. It cannot be doubted 
that the moral effect will be to aggravate 
our difficulties over the whole field of 
operations.

The depression ov«r .the. defeat of 


Great Britain's trusted arid idolized 
commander is all the greater as, during 
the last 48 hours, there had been reports 
of the relief of Ladysmith. Yesterday 
the war office allowed itto be understood 
that the position of affairs in Natal was 
entirely satisfactory. The reaction is 
all the more pronounced on this account. 


.The gloomy Information came too late 


to reach the service cl«ibsr and only a 
few journalists and stragglers were 
waiting at the war office, it has hardly 
been realized until now, even after the 
experience of the week, that General 
Buller could fail. 


Virtually nothlng-'had been allowed to 


leak through regarding his prepara- 
tions; but the public waited patiently, in 
the confident belief that he was taking 
such time and precautions as would in- 
sure success. 


No Independent reports of the engage- 


ment have yet been allowed to come 
through; but General Buller's own dis- 
patch tells the sad tale in sufficient out- 
line to show that the British have been 
entrapped again by the astute Boers. 
It was not anticipated that General 
Buller would make a frontal attack; but 
no criticisms of his movements are 
made, since, apparently, he suffered a 
repulse rather than a defeat, and did not 
push.the attack home, but broke it off 
in the middle so as to save a useless 
sacrifice of life.

It is expected that he will renew the 


attack shortly. Immediately on receiv- 
ing the news the war office decided to 
mobilize still another division-and tore- 
place the losses of artillery. The neces- 
sary reinforcements will b« hurried off 
aa speedily as possible.

Fifteen transports are due to arrive at 


Cape Town between Dec. 17 and Jan. g 
with about 15,000 troops of all arms; but, 
unless General Buller ia 'about to renew 
the attack; which is exceedingly doubt- 
ful, the British generals will be com- 
pelled for another fortnight or more to 
remain practically oh the defensive.

He spoke of the assertion that North 


Adams was in the power of a worse 
Tammany ring- than was New York, 
and answered those: wh|o insisted on 
such insinuations and statements in. 
regard to the city. To characterize the 
government of the city as worse than 
Tammany with all that implies is) to 
charge that public funds have been 
corrupted, when, all know that the city 
money has been handled with scrupu- 
lous honesty and without corruption. 


He spoke of Mr. Dobson's assertion 


that the council was a figurehead, and 
told some of what the council did in 
city government He asked! if Mr. 
DobstHi wanted to abolish the council

Mr. Dobson has spoken of the raising

RAISING THE FUNDS. 


For the Improvents to be Hade' on 


Weston Field. 


The college athletic council has be-1 


•gun active work toward completing1 tha 
necessary funds for the improvement 
o£ Weston field- These plans are more 
a working basis than anything decided 
uponand, Include the following Improve- 
ments: In the first place tHe whole 
field, especially 
the more swampy 


southeast end, is to be drained and lev- 
eled and the football field improved by 
an addition of sand and loam. Its po- 
sition will also be slightly changed. 
The baseball field is to.be moved 200 
feet east of its present position and 
faced in a more southerly direction to 
square with 
the new track, 
which 


probably will be the most decided im- 
provement. According to the present 
plans it is to be of the so-called 
"square" type of a third of a mile with 
a 220-yard straightway on one side. The 
material is to be a mixture of cinders 
and clay, with a top dressing of brick 
dust and screened cinders. A new a,nd 
modem grand stand is to be construct- 
ed with a capacity of six or eight hun- 
dred, with batha and dressing rooms 
for players and a living room for a 
keeper, a.nd the whole field is to be 
surorunded by a high board feance. A 
new entrance on Meacham. lane and 
the removal of the tennis courts from 
their present position to a spot back 
of the present grand stand are minor 
points in the scheme. It is impossible 
to start operation's on a large scale un- 
til after college closes, but all the pre- 
liminary work of arrangement and pos- 
sibly a little draining in the south- 
east corner -will be done before that 
time, ao that everything will be ready 
for active operations as soon as the 
last baseball game of the seaon is over. 
In this way, if all goes well, the 1900 
football team will play its first game 
on tha new field.

for about three quarters of an hour.

EDWARD S. WILKINSON 


Edward S. Wilkinson, candidate for 


mayor, was born in Howe, this state, 
in 1842. His parents had lived pre- 
viously in Blackinton, but moved to 
Rowe for two years on account of the 
burning of thel Blackinton mill. When 
the mill was rebuilt the family moved 
back and

Blackinton uniil 15 years old, a part of

[ ness was hindered the finance com- 
mittee was established and Mr. Wil- 
kinson served for several years on 
that committee. Upon the organiza- 
tion of the city government Mr. Wil- 
kinson was elected to the city council 
and has been a member of that body 
ever since. During the past two years 
he has acted as its president and how 
well he has served the city and the 


i council was shown a few 'evenings 
1 since in the kind and sincere words 
spoken of him by all his fellow mem- 
bers upon the occasion of the accept- 
ance of his resignation that he might 
become a candidate for mayor. 


In all his business and official rela- 


tions Mr. Wilkinson has shown a 
faithfulness and capacity that cannot 
be questioned. He has a grasp of city 
affiairs that cannot fail to make him a 
model mayor.
